COLYFORD 

New play park? 

RESIDENTS of Colyford debated the pros and cons of 
a children’s play park being sited in the grounds of 
St Michael’s Chapel of Ease this week. 

Colyton Parish Council has been looking at possi¬ 
ble sites for a playground in the village, as £22,000 of 
Section 106 money from local developments is cur¬ 
rently available for the project, but the only possible 
area it has so far found is the grounds of the chapel. 

Some church-goers have argued a play park would 
disturb the peaceful atmosphere of the chapel 
grounds and would be dangerous as the site is on the 
main A3052 road through the village, while others 
have argued it is a central location and would be 
beneficial to local children and families.

A VILLAGE pub is often the heart of a community 
but too many have been closed in recent years rob¬ 
bing villagers of a place to congregate and socialise. 
Some have also lost their village shop, a double blow 
to rural life as we knew it. 

In April 2013 Punch Taverns put up for sale the Red 
Lion in Sidbury and there were fears that a new 
owner would not be found and the pub would go the 
same way as so many others. 

But legislation enabled the Red Lion to be given 
the status of “Asset of Community Value" and a 
dedicated group of villagers vowed to save their vil¬ 
lage pub. 

After many months of hard work we learn this 
week that Punch Taverns has agreed that the com¬ 
pany set up by the villagers, Sidbury Community 
Enterprises, has been given the go-ahead to pur¬ 
chase the Red Lion. If they achieve their dream, it 
will become the first public house in East Devon to 
be owned by the community. 

They are a determined lot in Sidbury and I have no 
doubt they will achieve their aim. 

A purchase price has been agreed below that 
which the owners were originally asking. In the 
next few weeks they will be launching their com¬ 


munity share offer and inviting residents from 
around the area to buy into the project. Soon they 
could own their own pub! 

But the Red Lion is set to become more than just a 
place to enjoy a pint. Those behind the project are 
looking to create opportunities for all age groups to 
use the Red Lion as a community meeting place. 

The whole project, of course, depends on enough 
people buying sufficient shares to raise the required 
amount to buy the Red Lion. 

It’s the last but most important hurdle but if the 
commitment and enthusiasm of those who have 
got the project this far is any indication, I’m sure the 
Red Lion will roar again.

SEATON 

'Lives are at risk’ 
in town centre 

DRIVERS are putting lives at risk in Seaton town 
centre. That is the view of town councillor Tony 
Woodman who has called for an urgent meeting 
with Devon County Council and the police “someone 
pays the ultimate price." 

Speaking at the March meeting of Seaton Town 
Council, Councillor Woodman raised the issue of the 
pedestriansation of the town centre following a re¬ 
cent “serious incident".

Over the last year, Sidbury residents have rallied to 
save the pub and established a company, Sidbury 
Community Enterprises, to buy the Red Lion.

Councillors urged to 
speak up for town 


HONITON is in danger of being 
overlooked by East Devon District 
Council, a long-serving town 
councillor has warned. 

Councillor Vivienne Ash, a for¬ 
mer mayor, urged Honiton’s repre¬ 
sentatives on the district authority 
to speak up for the town to make 
sure it does not miss out on future 
development opportunities. 

Speaking at the town’s March 
full council meeting, Councillor 
Ash said Honiton’s district coun¬ 
cillors needed to be a “voice” for 
the town, and that town councillors 
were being “walked all over” by 
the district council. 

Councillor Ash made public her 
concerns following last month’s 
crucial EDDC decision to build its 
new offices at SkyPark. 

The council, currently based in 
Sidmouth, rejected Heathpark in 
Honiton as a potential site for its 
new headquarters. 

A number of major supermarkets 
are now thought to be eyeing the 
Heathpark site, even though the 
Local Plan, a blueprint which 
guides future development, sug¬ 
gests there is little need for more

food retailing. 

Councillor Ash said: “Why are 
our district councillors not shout¬ 
ing for Honiton? We need them to 
be our voice. 

“We spend hours and hours 
working on the Local Plan and 
then we get EDDC ignoring it be¬ 
cause money is the driver - the 
plan said Honiton was more or less 
at capacity for food retail and it 
is now being torn up before our 
eyes, before it has even been 
adopted. 

“I sometimes feel we cannot 
achieve anything for our town and 
I wonder whether we are proactive 
enough early enough - I feel we 
get walked all over. 

“The town is trying to help itself 
but it would have been good to see 
EDDC backing Honiton. There is 
no forward plan - it just happens. 
Unless Honiton starts fighting it 
will not get anything back.” 

East Devon District Councillor 
for Honiton St Michael’, Mike 
Allen, insisted he was “utterly op¬ 
posed” to the decision to move the 


council’s offices to SkyPark, and 
that the loss of the East Devon 
Business Centre was another blow 
to Honiton. 

Deputy Mayor, East Devon dis¬ 
trict councillor Peter Halse, said 
Honiton had been “robbed” by the 
decision and was “paying the 
price”. 

High-street traders have already 
expressed their concern about a 
potential fifth supermarket in 
Honiton and some business leaders 
have said another major supermar¬ 
ket at the eastern end of the town 
could draw shoppers away from 
the town centre. 

One store in particular, Mor¬ 
risons, is rumoured to be interested 
in developing on the land, but they 
declined to comment when con¬ 
tacted by Pulman’s View. 

Councillor Allen told councillors 
it would be “unwise” to presume 
there were not others looking at the 
site. 

Councillor Roy Coombs warned 
that the town’s infrastructure may 
not be able to support a fifth super¬ 
market, and called for a retail im¬ 
pact assessment to be made. 


‘Light on the horizon’ for 
St Michael’s Day Centre 


THERE is light on the horizon’ for campaigners fighting 
to save St Michael’s Day Centre, according to a Honiton 
town councillor. 

At Honiton’s annual town meeting last week, Coun¬ 
cillor John Zarczynski told members of the public the 
centre could stay open if it could demonstrate to Devon 
County Council that more people were using the serv¬ 
ice. 

St Michael’s has been earmarked for closure under 
cost-cutting proposals made by the county council, as 
it looks to use more private and voluntary sector pro¬ 
vision in the future. 

A petition to save the centre, launched by the East 
Devon Green Party earlier this month, now has more 
than 500 signatures. 

Councillor Zarczynski said: "It is clear they are not in¬ 
terested in demolishing St Michael’s. They do not want 
to shut it for any ulterior motive - what is concerning 
them is the cost of the overheads. That is the killer. 

"If we can get more people in there they would be 
quite happy to keep it open, but we have to find other 
people to help it along. There is a big light on the hori¬ 
zon." 

Devon County Council says it has seen a 66 per cent 
drop in people using its day centre services since 2005 
and more people are now choosing to pursue other ac¬ 
tivities during the day. 

They also insist there will be no reduction in support 
to people and everyone eligible for a service will receive

it, though this could be through private or voluntary 
sector initiatives. 

Councillor Zarczynski added: "For many of the people 
who use it, it is their only form of social contact. With¬ 
out it they will be condemned to a life of four walls. 

"It is up to this council and members of the public to 
pitch in and come up with an alternative plan for it.” 

Mayor of Honiton, Councillor David Foster, said it 
would be better for the council to "work rather than 
fight" to save St Michael’s. 

Following a series of meetings with clients, carers and 
staff who could be affected by the changes, the county 
council’s formal consultation period closed on Wednes¬ 
day (March 19th).

Honiton man to lead badger cull protest 


A HONITON man is to lead a 
protest march in Exeter against the 
proposed badger cull. 

Andy Gilbert, who lives in Shel¬ 
don, near Honiton, and runs a land¬ 
scape gardening business in the 
town, has organised the march and 
expects people from Honiton and 
across the Westcountry to turn up 
and show their support. 

Culls are currently underway in 
Somerset and protestors are con¬ 
cerned they will be expanded into 
Devon, Cornwall and Dorset this 
year. 

And hundreds of protestors are 
due to gather in Belmont Park at 


noon on Saturday, March 29th to 
hear from wildlife campaigners, 
before marching through the city 
centre. 

Mr Gilbert said: “It looks possi¬ 
ble that if the Government does not 
learn from the failure of last au¬ 
tumn’s pilot culls then yet again 
the fields and farms of the South 
West will face night-time shooting 
and cage trapping of badgers. 

“And once again the most dedi¬ 
cated of activists will be there 
night after night monitoring and 
protesting this issue, which is so 
divisive within our communities. 

“March 29th will be the opportu¬ 


nity for all those who disagree with 
the cull policy to voice their opin¬ 
ion in a democratic and peaceful 
protest open to all members of the 
public young and old. 

“School teachers, gardeners, fac¬ 
tory workers, retired servicemen, 
nurses and even farmers will come 
from across the country to join the 
ever growing and inclusive badger 
army.”

Remembering Tony Benn 


■ MEMBERS of Honiton Senior 
Voice (HSV) have paid tribute to 
Tony Benn and recalled their 2011 
meeting with him. 

The former Labour MP and 
Cabinet minister died on March 
14th, less than three weeks be¬ 
fore his 89th birthday. 

HSV member Tony Simpson re¬ 
called meeting Mr Benn in Ottery 
St Mary three years ago. 

Mr Simpson said: “We who 
were there will never forget our 
day with the late Tony Benn.

racy and Older People. 

“Tony had retired after 50 years 
in Parliament'in order to devote 
more time to politics’. 

“For him, this meant talking 
with groups all over the country. 

“Those who were there may re¬ 
call that Tony Benn was very tired 
when he arrived at Ottery from 
London. 

“It is a long journey for an 86- 
year-old suffering serious heart 
disease, however spirited. 

“Yet after a cup of tea and pic¬ 
nic lunch, all the while talking 
around the table with us, he re¬ 
covered and gave an upbeat talk 


to a packed audience at the Ot¬ 
tery Institute.” 

Mr Simpson said that Mr Benn's 
speech heavily featured the 
achievements of ordinary people, 
not those of kings, queens or 
politicians. 

Mr Simpson added: “After fur¬ 
ther tea he spent time talking 
with us. 

“Those who met him that day 
will know they were in the pres¬ 
ence of a remarkable human 
being. 

“We salute Tony Benn but, as he 
would wish, let us not mourn him 
but organise for a better future.”

Tramway open for business 


AGAINST all the odds Seaton Tramway has overcome 
huge physical hurdles to repair its track in record time 
after the devastating storm on Valentine’s night which 
washed away half-a-mile of track and flooded the 
company’s Riverside Depot. 

With only hours to go until the attraction was due to 
open for February half-term, staff were horrified to 
discover the devastation that had been caused by a 
combination of high winds, tides and abnormal river 
levels. 

Not only did they have to suspend the service to vis¬ 
itors but had the added problem of having to work from 
flooded offices. 

Managing Director, Jenny Nunn, said at the time that 
“unlike the poor people on the Somerset Levels, at 
least we had warm, dry houses to go home to!” 

A concerted effort has been made by staff at the 
Tramway and contractors, Axminster Excavators, to 
get the track fully open again in time for daily service 
which starts on March 29th. 

Much like the line at Dawlish, parts of the damaged 
rail and track were salvaged and removed for diggers 


and rollers to access and level the site. 

In total over 600 tonnes of fill and ballast were 
brought in by road and then transported along the line 
to the site of the damage, compacted and then the 
track relayed and packed on top. 

Jenny went on to say that “It seems difficult to com¬ 
prehend that, what the storm took away in a matter of 
hours, has taken six weeks to put back and even now 
work will continue after we re-open on Saturday to en¬ 
sure the track can withstand any future incidents like 
this. 

“Now we’re looking forward to getting back to the 
real job which is running a tramway and welcoming vis¬ 
itors from far and wide to take this unique trip along 
this much-loved route by the River Axe.” 

On another note, trams 6 and 8, which were trans¬ 
ported by road when the damage first occurred to keep 
the service running between Colyton and Colyford, are 
to be brought back to the Tramway’s Riverside Depot 
to re-join the rest of the fleet before service com¬ 
mences at 10am on Saturday, March 29th. 



Let’s get sailing 


BEER Sailing Club is confi¬ 
dent that the new season will 
launch as planned - even 
though the boats are currently 
stranded on the beach. 

One of the after-effects of 
the worst winter storms in 
decades is that a huge wall of 
stones has built up on the 
beach, many washed around 
from Branscombe beach, over 
which it is currently impossi¬ 
ble to launch boats. 

“April 6th is the first day 
planned for racing so we have 
been in touch with East 
Devon District Council 
(EDDC) and they have prom¬ 
ised to clear it,” said Beer 
Sailing Club spokesman 
Michael Taylor. 

“We pay a lot of rent to 
them (EDDC) as landlords so 
they should provide us with 
the facility to sail out boats. It 
would be very hard work to 
do that at the moment as I am 
not sure how the winches

The wall of stones doesn’t 
just affect the sailing club. 
Customers at all three of the 
beachfront cafes - Ducky’s on 
the west beach and Chappells 
and Kenno’s on the east side 
- can no longer see the sea 
from their seats while like¬ 
wise the deckchair operators 
need the beach to be flattened 
out. 

“Hopefully EDDC will get 
something done soon because 
everyone in the tourist trade 
needs the beach to be sorted 
out,” added Mr Taylor. 

“But I am sure we will be 
sailing, no matter what.” 

Mr Taylor also revealed that 
Beer Sailing Club has re¬ 
ceived permission to erect a 
new storage facility on the 
beach for their equipment for 
sailing competitions.

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Illustrated talk on historic church 
houses for Devonshire Association 


Art society treated 
to colourful display 

Seaton and District Art 
Society members were 
treated to a very colour¬ 
ful display of painting 
and a talk by Sara Bor, 
entitled "Colour and 
Texture in Oils”. 

Sara originally worked 
for a long time in the 
field of children’s ani¬ 
mated film and she 
showed members some 
of her work from that 
period, explaining that 
her deep involvement 
with colour and colour 
mixing started at this 
time. 

She had also explored 
some of the wilder 
fringes of the art world, 
at one time growing 
grass in a sheep-shaped field and then 
allowing sheep to graze on it, thus cre¬ 
ating a very thought-provoking 
image. 

Her free approach to painting came as 
no surprise therefore, as she created 
the first layer on her canvases by 
throwing, wiping, scraping and brush¬ 
ing acrylic colours onto the canvas. 

The audience were invited to partici¬ 
pate, which they did with gusto, but 
showing that even this very free 
method of starting an image did in fact 
require an experienced touch and an 
eye for colour to get a pleasing result. 

Sara chose certain colours that she 


METICULOUS research shone out from a talk on the county's rich her¬ 
itage of mediaeval church houses, when Dr Sue Andrew completed the 
2013 season at the Devonshire Association's Axe Valley branch meeting 
at the Peace Memorial Pavilion in Colyton. 

Her well-illustrated March lecture was neatly complementary to Todd 
Gray's February lecture on Devon's mediaeval church bench ends, cov¬ 
ering roughly the same continuity and change during the 500 years up 
to the disapproval of the Reformation. 

London born and Edinburgh educated, Dr Andrew has family con¬ 
nections which always made her feel that Devon was home. She gained 
her PhD at Plymouth University and, since her 1983 marriage, she has 
herself lived in the handsomely restored church house at Walkhampton, 
a West Devon village between Tavistock and Yelverton. 

The most concentrated section of her illustrative slides covered her 
own home, outside and in, before and since she and her husband under¬ 
took their restoration. 

She traced the origins of church houses to a development of the 
Catholic religion which ruled that churches, previously home for all 
kinds of secular village activities, should in future be reserved for the 
sacred. At the same time, church architecture and fittings were im¬ 
proved, often leaving little behind apart from Norman fonts, and the new 
community houses were built in proximity. 

There is little information about exactly what went on in the houses 
but it is obvious that some were big enough to provide hospitality for 
passing monks and wayfarers. Long before pubs became a common¬ 


place, many of the houses made their own ale using local barley, to com¬ 
pete with similar houses nearbye. We can assume that village priests en¬ 
couraged this activity as much as anybody else. 

Dr Andrew began her tour of the surviving houses at Poundstock in 
Cornwall and then Crowcombe in Somerset. She then moved to home 
territory to look at Buckfast Abbey, with its rich evidence of a mediaeval 
monks' guest house, followed by a wide variety of other Devon houses. 

At times, some village religion switched back and forth between 
Catholic and Protestant but by the early 17th century the latter had taken 
control and various things were banned, ales among them. She showed 
how public houses, as we know them, moved into many of the disused 
buildings to go their own way but the speaker was also able to show that 
other church houses, such as the one at Widecombe, were still used for 
parish meetings. 

Her talk was preceded by the branch's annual general meeting at 
which chairman Dr David Westlake reported on "a reasonably successful 
year". There was too slight an increase in membership, from 55 to 56, 
and it was the influx of visitors that made the lecture programme viable. 
The 2013 lecture on the now defunct Allhallows School and the Rousdon 
estate where it functioned, brought a record full house of paying visitors 
- not all of them old boys. 

With thanks for another year of hands-on dedication, Dr Westlake was 
re-elected chairman with a committee of secretary Kathryn Gray, treas¬ 
urer Dr Michael Barr and reporter Sean Day-Lewis. 


Helpful critique for Honiton Art Society

Funding for the plans and roof project for the Ottery 
United Reform Church are going well and it is hoped to 
make a summer start. A special concert on April 5th should 
provide a boost for funds and an excellent evening. 

Other local churches with need for help over their fabric 
are at Seaton's Parish Church, where the Friends of St Gre¬ 
gory’s Parish Church have just been launched. Then, fol¬ 
lowing the fire at Axminster's historic Minster Church, the 
Friends of the Minster and others are hoping to raise funds 
to cover these unexpected costs.

This edition appears on March 25th as Colyton Mothers’ 
Union has a Deanery Lady Day Service at Woodbury, 
11.30am. 

Mothering Sunday is kept on Sunday, March 30th by the 
majority of churches and it is the day when the clocks go 
forward. Throughout the Southwest in all the six dioceses, 


the season of Lent is being taken seriously, with the 
Bishop of Crediton and his wife pledging to buy and eat 
only food grown and produced in Cornwall and Devon, 
with the proviso "wherever possible." 

Elsewhere, at Exeter Cathedral, flood lighting has been 
turned off until Easter Day to play a part in the Carbon Fast 
2014 during Lent. Throughout Exeter Diocese, church 
schools and individuals are being encouraged to commit 
themselves to the Carbon Fast 2014 this year as their dis¬ 
cipline to aim to reduce carbon emission by 40 per cent 
this Lent. This could amount to easy achievable challenges 
such as removing a light bulb at home or having a meat 
free Sunday lunch. 

The normal life of our churches goes on but recent 
flooding and storm damage demands attention, and the 
good news is that historic churches that suffered flooding 
and storm damage will get financial help, and at least 11 
churches have been promised assistance. In addition, the 
government has announced that councils are to get funding 
of £140million to repair roads. 

Proposals to convert the House of Commons Chapel, St 
Mary Undercroft, as a multi-faith centre especially so that 
same-sex marriages can be solemnised have been blocked 
in the light of many objections. 

On Monday evening, just before this issue was pub¬ 
lished, the third in the series of “Rev” was launched on 
BBC 2. In addition to weekly screenings there is to be a 
book titled “The Rev Diaries” due out on March 27th. 

News from Rome is that Pope Francis has just celebrated 
the first anniversary of his election and marked it by prayer 
and contemplation, thus setting aside the pomp and cere¬ 
mony often associated with the papacy. "Please Pray For 
Me" was written by the 77 year old, in nine languages, 
echoing the appeal made in his first address given a year 
ago.

Let’s have an interjection of 
commonsense on bat issue 


■ I WAS saddened but not surprised by the anti¬ 
demolition antics (or are they really anti-housing 
development antics?), reported by Kevin Fahey in 
your Pulman’s View edition of Tuesday, March 
11th. 

If common sense were followed, there should be 
no need for mitigation licences, permissions, etc. 
from any organisation, neither Natural England nor 
EDDC, for the demolition of corrugated iron 
sheds/garages. 

The fact is that bats are not stupid. They do not 
roost under corrugated iron for the very simple rea¬ 
son that they would fry if it was a summer roost 
and freeze if it were a winter roost! So even if they 
were roosting there, it would have been a good idea 
to turn them out for their own good! 

They tend to use roof cavities that are well-pro¬ 
tected against heat and cold; traditionally a cave or 
holes in trees. However, since humans put up nice 
stone, slate and tile roofed houses, with a good 
clear fall below the rafters to take their guano, they 
were quick to see the potential and move in. 

Bats do need rafters or a rough stone roof that is 
insulated/protected from extreme changes in tem¬ 


perature, and that is out of the way of owls, rats and 
other predators. They like crevices, but only where 
these are high up and they can defecate into a 
“void” without going outside! 

This separation of the bats from their faeces is 
crucial to their survival, both because it removes 
them from the proximity of potential pathogens, 
but also means that these very clean animals do not 
have to make contact with their faeces. 

The man-made bat boxes that I have seen are very 
shallow, thus they do not provide either the protec¬ 
tion from temperature change, nor the separation 
from the faeces. This means that any diseased ani¬ 
mal joining the community, will quickly infect all 
the others and future generations, should there be 
any. 

Let us have an injection of commonsense, rather 
than expensive paperwork that allows only the pro¬ 
vision of temporary extermination camps for bats.

Boost your bedrooms... 


ONE of the best ways to make your home more suited to your 
needs, especially if you have a growing family or want to 
work from home, is to add a bedroom. 

Increasing the number of bedrooms can also put your home 
in a different price bracket if and when you come to sell. 

The most obvious place to put an extra bedroom is upstairs, 
with all the others, and sometimes it's possible to use the 
space you already have. 

For example, if the main bedroom spans the front of the 
house, you may be able to divide it in two, as long as each 
room has its own, separate window. This may not be as sat¬ 
isfactory as adding space, but it can work well if your home's 
big enough and you're on a limited budget.

plicated) dormer, mansard or hip-to-gable conversion. 

The pitch of the roof can make a big difference to how use- 
able the space is - some lofts don't have enough head height 
to make the conversion worthwhile unless you lower the ceil¬ 
ings in the rooms below. This is a big and expensive job and 
won't be practical if the ceilings are already quite low. 

You also need room for a good-sized staircase up to the loft 
on the floor below and if this means losing a bedroom, you 
may not gain much by converting the loft. 

Building regulations for loft conversions are very strict 
about having a safe means of escape in the event of a fire, so 
it's not necessarily the easiest way to add an extra bedroom. 

Creating a downstairs bedroom, and preferably a bathroom 
or shower room next to it, can work better, providing your 
home's layout is suitable. 


Ground-floor extensions are usually used to add kitchen, 
dining and living space, but they can include bedrooms. 

A two-storey extension is often better because you can cre¬ 
ate extra living space downstairs and bedrooms upstairs and 
it should be cheaper than doing a ground-floor extension and 
a loft conversion, but two-storey extensions aren't always 
easy to do with our planning system. 

Another way to add a bedroom is converting your home's 
garage (or outbuildings) into one. If the garage is mostly used 
for storage and the stuff can be stored elsewhere, the garage 
may be more useful and valuable as a bedroom, as long as 
it's converted properly and sympathetically. 

To get the best of both worlds, you could put a bedroom on 
top of the garage, if there's space to build above it and for a 
new corridor on the first floor.

ANXIETY and stress 
can often create symp¬ 
toms that in time cause 
illness. Anxiety is 
known to produce 
noticeable physical 
symptoms, such as 
rapid heartbeat, high 
blood pressure, and 
digestive problems.

How will George Osborne's budget for 'Makers, Doers and Savers' affect small businesses and people in Somerset? 


THIS is a Budget for the makers, the doers and the 
savers," said Chancellor George Osborne when he de¬ 
livered his fifth budget on Wednesday 19 March. "You 
have earned it; you have saved it and this Government 
is on your side." Despite criticism from Labour leader Ed 
Miliband, Mr Osborne's message to the nation's tax pay¬ 
ers has resonated well with leaders of Britain's business 
community, such as the British Chambers of Commerce, 
whose director general John Longworth said: "Business 
wanted a Budget that was disciplined, focused and 
geared towards the creation of wealth and jobs - and 
that's what the Chancaellor has delivered." 

Certainly llminster based Chartered Accountant 
Robert Stone believes that Somerset businesses and in¬ 
dividual tax payers have plenty of positives to take from 
the Budget. "A freeze on duty on West Country ordinary 
cider will help Somerset's cider producers, while there 
are some interesting initiatives to encourage house¬ 
building, which will benefit both local companies in¬ 
volved in construction and property, as well as people 
looking to buy." 

Robert was pleased to see that savers will be re¬ 
warded with higher tax-free limits for ISAs and pre¬ 
mium bonds later this year, together with a cut on 
savings income from 2015. 

"However, anyone using tax avoidance schemes is 
going to be extremely disappointed, as the Govern¬ 
ment has continued its policy of tightening up on tax 
loopholes. They will have to pay the tax avoided up 
front, while tax loopholes used by groups of companies 
are blocked. The rules for Venture Capital Trusts (VCT) 
schemes are also being tightened up to deter abuse." 

Main summary of key areas in 2014 Budget likely 
to affect Somerset businesses and individuals 

Business Taxes - Budget 2014 

"Generally the Budget George Osborne has delivered 


is a good news story, particularly for business invest¬ 
ment, which is still below pre-recession levels. 

"One of the biggest surprises was an increase in the 
annual investment allowance (AIA) to £500,000 from 
April this year is designed to encourage small busi¬ 
nesses to invest in equipment and will mean that up to 
99.8% of businesses could receive 100% upfront relief 
on equipment and fixtures (excluding cars and build¬ 
ings) in the year of purchase. However, it's a case of take 
advantage now or lose it, because the AIA will revert 
back to £25,000 after 31 December 2015. 

"Innovative businesses will be rewarded by the in¬ 
crease in the Research & Development tax credits. This 
is awarded according to the size of the business, so 
small and medium businesses (SMEs) receive 225% of 
qualifying expenditure and large businesses get 130%. 
If an SME is making a loss, then it can claim a cash credit 
from HMRC of 11 %-14.5% from 1 April 2014. 

"Businesses in some of the country's 46 Enterprise 
Zones can claim 100% capital allowances on the equip¬ 
ment they use within the zone. The time allowed to 
claim these allowances has been extended for another 
three years to 31 March 2020. 

Individual Tax Payers - Budget 2014 

"The increase in the personal allowance from £10,000 
to £10,500 in 2015 will be worth about £100 to the av¬ 
erage taxpayer, on top of which a transferrable married 
couple's allowance of £1,050 will help basic rate taxpay¬ 
ers from 2015." 

"The 10% starting rate tax band for savings income is 
to be reduced to 0% from April 2015 and more people 
will be able to receive gross interest thanks to the 
threshold for savings income being raised to £5,000. 

"A particular highlight of Mr Osborne's Budget is the 
new "super ISA", which with its £15,000 tax free yearly 
limit is destine to be the most "far-reaching reform 


since 1921" of the way pensions are taxed. 

"The Seed Enterprise Investment Scheme (SEIS), 
which was introduced in 2012 to encourage investment 
in small companies has now been made permanent 
with the income tax and capital gains tax reliefs apply¬ 
ing for all future years. 

"The Government has announced improvements to 
its new tax-free childcare scheme with relief of 20% on 
the costs of childcare up to a total of £10,000 per child 
per year. The scheme will be worth a maximum of 
£2,000 per child and will be launched in autumn 2015. 

Pensioners - Budget 2014 

"The pension reforms to this year's budget are quite 
radical with the following changes being introduced 
from 27 March 2014: 

A person who wishes to take their pension as "draw¬ 
down" instead of buying an annuity will have to prove 
they have £12,000 of other income in retirement, rather 
than £20,000. 

The capped drawdown withdrawal limit will increase 
from 120% to 150% of an equivalent annuity. 

The total pension savings which can be taken as a 
lump sum will increase from £18,000 to £30,000. 

The maximum size of a small pension pot which can 
be taken as a lump sum (regardless of total pension 
wealth) will increase from £2,000 to £10,000; and 

The number of personal pots that can be taken under 
these small pot rules will increase from two to three. 

"In addition the Chancellor proposes to change the 
rules for defined contribution pension schemes from 
April 2015 so that individuals will have complete free¬ 
dom in how they access their pension savings. Buying 
an annuity will not be a requirement on retirement and 
the 55% tax charge on withdrawing too much from a 
pension fund will be removed. But most importantly 
everyone will be offered free and impartial advice on 
how to best use their pension savings and I would cer¬ 
tainly recommend that people take advice on their pen¬ 


sion savings if they are retiring in the next year." 
"Finally, bingo playing pensioners will be delighted to 
know that from 30 June 2014, the percentage of bingo 
promotion profits paid in duty will be cut from 20% to 
10 %."

Start with an idea 

IF YOU'RE thinking of starting up a busi¬ 
ness, you'll first need to come up with a 
realistic idea that you can turn into a 
product or service. Find local support, in¬ 
cluding help with developing business 
ideas, on the National Enterprise Network 
website. 

Register your idea 

You might have already come up with 
an idea for a business you think there's a 
market for, or invented something you 
think people will want to buy. Find out 
how to register your idea to make sure 
nobody copies it without your permis¬ 
sion. 

Turn your idea into a business 

1. Research your market - identify po¬ 
tential customers. Talk to them and find 
out if your idea is meeting a real need. 

2. Develop and plan - test your product 
or service with real customers, make 
changes, and test it again. Keep doing 
this until you're sure there's a demand for 
it. 

3. Find partners and suppliers - think 
about who you're going to work with to 
develop and sell your idea. 

4. Set up your business - work out 
which legal structure is right for you, and 
whether you want to sell shares. 

5. Get funding - explore different 
sources of business finance, from bank 
loans to government-backed schemes.

Part 2: Research your market 

Test your business idea with potential 
customers to check if there's real demand 
for what you're planning to sell. This lets 
you find out about any problems and fix 
them before you've wasted too much 
time, effort and money. 

Watch a video on researching your mar¬ 
ket to understand your customers'needs. 

1. Identify potential customers. Talk to 
them and find out about their needs. 

2. If you can, make a basic version of 
your product or service (a 'prototype'). 
Work out the cheapest and quickest way 
of making something that lets you find 
out if you're meeting a real customer 
need. 

3. Test it with them and get feedback. 
Find out what they'd be willing to pay for 
it. Try out different prices with different 
customers in a consistent, realistic way to 
see what people will really pay. Can you 
make enough money for a return on your 
investment? 

4. If there are other businesses compet¬ 
ing for your market, think about what will 
make you different. Can you provide 
something better than what's already 
available? 

Example 

If you're in retail you could try different 
opening hours or home delivery. You 
could aim for a specific group of cus¬ 
tomers who aren't being targeted by 
other businesses (a'market niche'), make 
something that's easier to use than com¬ 
petitors' products, or meet a customer 
need by solving a problem that nobody's 
ever solved before. 

If you're starting a retail business, think 
about testing your idea by taking a short¬ 
term lease on premises for a few weeks or 
months. Watch videos on choosing your 
business premises, and deciding whether 
to rent or buy. 

Part 3: Develop and plan 

Develop and change your idea based 
on what you've found out about your cus¬ 
tomers'needs before investing. Deal with 
any problems you've found with your 
product or service, including the way 
you're planning to make and sell it. 

Go back to your customers and test 
again. 

Keep doing this until you're confident 
that they'll be willing to pay what you're 
asking, and that you're meeting their 
needs. 

If there's no real demand for your idea, 
think about changing it completely. Is 
there another product, service or market 
that uses your skills and resources in a dif¬ 
ferent way? 

Write a business plan 
A business plan is a good way to sum up: 
• the customer need you're aiming to 
meet 


• how your business will meet that need 
while making a profit 

It should clearly show the results of your 
customer research, and that you're able to 
explain how you can turn your idea into 
viable business before you invest lots of 
time and money. 

Your plan can also be a very helpful tool 
to convince other people of the value of 
your business. This includes potential 
partners and sources of funding. 

Part 4: Find partners and suppliers 
Many businesses start with just one per¬ 
son, known as a 'sole trader'. If you set up 
as a sole trader you'll be self-employed, 
which means you'll be your own boss. 
You'll also be responsible for: 

• managing your own time 

• looking after all of your company's 
admin and accounts 

• taking risks with your own money, par¬ 
ticularly if you're leaving full-time employ¬ 
ment 

Whether you set up as a sole trader, 
partnership or limited company, your 
business is likely to involve working with 
more people to develop and sell your idea 
- including partners, suppliers and distrib¬ 
utors. 

Partners 

Finding a co-founder with relevant skills 
and knowledge that are different to yours 
lets you focus on what you're best at. 

For example, you might be selling a 
product you invented, or a service that 
uses a particular skill or talent you have, 
but not have any hands-on experience of 
running a business. If so, you might want 
to work with someone who has business 
and management skills, and can look after 
things like financial planning and recruit¬ 
ment. 

Consider working with several partners 
in a team. You'll be able to share respon¬ 
sibilities including risk, getting funding, 
expertise and sharing contacts. 

Suppliers 

Whether you're making a product and 
you need raw materials, or supplies and 
equipment to run your service, many 
businesses need to work closely with sup¬ 
pliers. 

Search online and talk to other busi¬ 
nesses. Draw up a list of potential suppli¬ 
ers. Get estimates, then go and talk to 
them so you can: 

• negotiate prices 

• start to develop relationships 

• get a sense of which suppliers are reli¬ 
able and trustworthy 

You'll need to agree on payment terms 
with your suppliers, and get them in writ¬ 
ing. This includes your'trade credit'period 
(how many days you agree to pay invoices 
within), and whether they can offer you 
discounts for things like buying in bulk or 
quick payments. 

You'll also need to find suppliers for the 
equipment you'll need to run your busi¬ 
ness, including your IT systems. 

Getting your product to market 

If you're planning to sell your product in 
shops and expand outside of your local 
area, you'll need to work with a distribu¬ 
tor. If you're selling overseas, consider 
[working with a freight forwarder] 
/freight-forwarding-moving-goods 
"Freight forwarders: moving goods") who 
can deal with exporting your goods. 

Build a website 

You can also attract customers and in¬ 
crease awareness by setting up a website 
for your business. Search online for re¬ 
sources, as well as local web design and 
development companies you can work 


with. 

You may also be able to sell your prod¬ 
uct or service directly through your web¬ 
site. 

Part 5: Set up your business 
You'll need to decide which legal struc¬ 
ture is right for your business before you 
register and start trading. 

It's important to understand the differ¬ 
ent risks and benefits before you choose 
- whether you set up as a sole trader, lim¬ 
ited company or partnership affects: 

• the amount of financial risk you're tak¬ 
ing on 

• the way you'll need to pay tax, and re¬ 
port to HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) 
and Companies House (for limited com¬ 
panies and some types of partnership) 

• how much control you have over how 
your business is run 

Employing people 

If you'll need extra help or people with 
specific skills to run your business, you 
might decide to take on employees. Find 
out about your legal responsibilities as an 
employer, including things like pay, tax 
and insurance, before you start employ¬ 
ing staff. 

You'll need to register as an employer 
with HMRC if you want to employ people, 
even if you're a sole trader. 

Working with advisers 

Make sure you get an estimate from any 
advisers you work with, and agree in ad¬ 
vance what they will do. 

Some advisers will charge an hourly fee, 
and others may offer a fixed price for a 
piece of work. It's always worth getting 
several quotes before you decide who to 
use, so you can compare prices and make 
sure you'll be able to work well together. 

Accountants 

An accountant can help with things like 
financial advice and managing growth. 
You can also appoint them as an 'agent'to 
deal with your tax affairs, submit your VAT 
returns and deal with HM Revenue & Cus¬ 
toms (HMRC) on your behalf. 

Legal advisers 

You should also consider getting legal 
advice when setting up your business. 
This is particularly important if you want 
to sell shares. 

Part 6: Get funding 

When you start a business, there'll usu¬ 
ally be period when you're investing lots 
of time, effort and money before you start 
making a profit. It's important to research 
your market to make sure your customers 
will really pay for your product or service 
before you do this. 

Once you're confident that they will, 
you should explore different sources of 
funding to help with the costs of starting 
up your business. 

Government schemes 

If you need some initial funding to test 
and develop your business idea, you 
might be able to get help from a govern¬ 
ment-backed support scheme. 

Get a bank loan 

Once you can show that there's a mar¬ 
ket for your idea, one option for funding 
your start-up costs is getting a bank loan. 
You'll need to be able to: 

• give the bank realistic cash flow fore¬ 
casts 

• prove that you'll be able to pay back the 
loan with interest 

The bank might require you to provide 
security against your loan, like your house 
or car, in case you don't repay. You should 
think carefully about how much risk 
you're willing to take on before you get a 
loan or give any personal guarantees.

The new model will be limited to one, non¬ 
turbo engine and one trim level with a choice of 
transmissions. The new 1.6-litre Impreza RC will 
be priced from £17,495 (on-the-road) for five- 
speed manual models and from £18,995 for mod¬ 
els fitted with Subaru’s Lineartronic transmission. 
The Impreza will be the only car in the C-seg¬ 
ment to offer All-Wheel Drive (AWD) as stan¬ 
dard on every model, 

A combination of a more favourable exchange 
rate and persistent customer demand has led to 
the decision to make the Impreza available again 
in the UK market in small volumes, and will offer 
an interesting and price competitive alternative to 
much more established competition in the highly 
competitive C-segment. The latest Impreza has 
been enjoying significant sales success in both its 
home market of Japan and in the US since its 
launch in 2012. 

Since its introduction to the global market in 
1992, the Impreza has become the most famous 
of Subaru model names, with the brand’s high- 
tech Symmetrical AWD system and four-cylinder 
horizontally-opposed Boxer engines core to the 
car’s road-going abilities and appeal. 

The new Impreza retains these attributes, fea¬ 
turing a new-generation 1.6-litre Boxer petrol en¬ 
gine, the latest version of Subaru’s hallmark 
All-Wheel Drive as standard equipment, and an 
impressive range of safety and fuel efficiency 
aids.
